Mr, Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


I have much pleasure in presenting an Annual Report for the 
year 1964. As I only took up my appointment as Medical Officer of Health 
in May of this year, I am in the unusual position of reporting on the 
health of a District about which I am not entirely conversant! fs anew 
comer perhaps I should therefore be dispassionate in my approach and be 
untrammelled by any specific emotions when I examine the events of 1964! 


In acknowledgement of Dr. Ive's retirement I thought that it 
would be interesting to turn the pages of his 1934 waa Report, compiled 
during his early yeors as Medical Officer of Health. he few extracts 
may refresh the memories of those who were concerned ae life in the 
Doricing Urban District at that time and it should also act as a reminder 
or earlier days to those of us who are younger or newly arrived to tnis 
area, Under the heading "Camp Sites and Movable Dwellings" on page 18 
of this report there is an extract from the 1934 Annual Report which is 
illuminating when compared with the present position on Box Hill, Further 
items from the Report are collected together on page 3 under the heading 
"Thirty Years Ago", 


I have produced two Seatesiiies tables on page10 with regard to 
deaths from cancer anddso from diseases of the ie ies and blood vessels 
and it will be seen that mortality from lung cancer and coronary disease 
have shown a certain increase over earlier yeers, In the case of lung 
cancer there is no doubt that smoking is o big factor in causing the 
disease, but the relatively cleaner air of this Di strict, as compared with 
that of our larger towns may assist its inhabitants, especially London 
commuters and other daily travellers to evade becoming final victims to 
lung cancer, Vortunately earlier detection and marked advances in 
surgical and other techniques have also helped to reduce mortality, but it 
is preferable to keep one's feet off the malignent ticht rope! 


Coronary disease too is still claiming 
life. 4 well-ordered diet, in composition and amount, and exercise play 
their part in protecting coronary arteries and indeed other arteries of 
the body. The car owner is advised to lock the garage door firmly and to 
forget about the existence of his vehicle as much cs possible. By so 
doing he will not only be looking after his own arteries, but also those 
of his family! The transport arteries of the country may as a result 
become more patent ond road deaths and injuries as a consequence reduced, 


There was no great alteration in the infectious diseases picture 
for 1964 and except for one case of paratyphoid, I om glad to say that there 
S nothing exceptional to report. Nevertheless, the past gains and 
victories over infectious diseases must not be prejudiced by over-—confidence, 
sloth or lack of interest in immmisation eae Diphtheria, whooping 
cough, tetanus and poliomyelitis still smoulder and ocecsionally : “Lare-up 
causing alarm and despondency and sometimes near panic. It is at these 
times that parents take responsibilities really se sriously, often seelcing 
immunisation too late to be effective. Tuberculosis vee may have its 
back to the wall but this does not render it powerless to infect. Anti- 
tuberculosis drugs have played a great part in the reduction of ths disease, 
but unfortunately the germs can become resistant to treatment. Conse~ 
quently the only really satisfectory course is to prevent the spread

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NUISANCE CAUSED BY INTENSIVE INDOOR CHICKEN RRARING 


Many complaints were received in the soring regerding smells 
from premises near the centre of the tow. On investigation, it was 
found that these were caused by the fermentation of a quantity of chicken 
manure, This had been accumulated to the extent of six tons in the 
process of rearing one dey old chicks for the purpose of providing material 
for canning. These birds were kept in cages within doors until thirteen 
weeks old, when they were transported to Smithfield Market for sale and 
slaughter, isa result of consistont supervision the conditions in the 
premises were much improved. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASES 


SCARLET FRVER 
Sixty-nine notifications of scarlet fevor were received compared 


with forty-nine in 1933. The case rate was 4.28 per 1,000 population 
compared with 3.76 for England and Wales as a whole. 


DIPHTHERIA 
One case of diphtheria was notified, giving a case rate per 1,000 


population of 0.06, a very favourable comparison with the rate of 1.7 for 
England and Wales as a whole,

Diphtheria (conte) 


Although diphtheria has not been prevalent in the District, the 
Council are rightly of the opinion that steps should be taken to encourage 
the practice of immunisation against the disease. It is hoped that during 
the coming year a scheme will be put into operation for the commencement 
of this work, It is hoped also, that parents will avail themselves to a 
preater extent of the services of the private medical practitioners to 
obtain this treatment. Immunisation has been practised in many parts of 
the country for several years, and sufficient experience has been gained 
of its value as a preventative of the disease. The method is free from 
the danger and unpleasant ill-cffects ond within o few weeks brings about, 
in the vast majority of persons, an immunity which lasts certainly for 
years, and probably for life. Its great value lies in the prevention of 
school and institution epidemics, and this fact is now recognised by the 
more progressive authorities responsible for their control. 


TUBERCULOSIS 
The Medical Officer of Health reported in 1934 that there were 


fourteen new cases of tuberculosis, and five deaths. (The 1964 figures 
compare very favourably with those for 1934).

Owing to its bacterial conditions, we do not regard the weter to 
be of the standard of purity necessary for drinking, domestic or dairy 
purposes. The boiling of water for at least five minutes will render the 
water safe for such use," 


The occupier of the farm concerned was warned, and was advised to 
carry out boiling as mentioned in the last paragraph of the Analyst's report.

BIRTHS 


Live births numbered 395 of which 214 were males and 181 females, 
The crude birth rate was 17.2 per 1,000 population which is higher than 
the average for many ycors. 


Details such as age and sex distribution affect local birth 
rates and invalidate comparison with the rates of other populations. To 
overcome this a comparability factor (0.97) has been supplied by the 
Registrar General which, when applied to the crude birth rate, gives a 
figure which may be used for purposes of comparison. On application of 
this factor a standardised birth rate of 16.6 is obtained, compared with 
a rate of 18.4 for England and Wales. 


Seventeen births, or 4. 3 per cent of the total births, were 
registered as illegitimate, compared with 4.9 in 1963. 


Eight still births occurred giving a still birth rate of 15,0 
compared with 13.4 in 1963.

Ee Deaths assigned to the district numbered 257 made up of 127 
males and 130 females. The crude death rate was 11.2 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population, compared with 11.5 in the previous year. 


A comparability factor (0.91) has been provided by the Registra: 
General which may be applied to the crude death rate for use in compering 
the local death rate with those of other areas, The factor makes 
allowance for the differing age and sex distribution of, local populations. 
Application of the factor reduces it from 11.2 to 10.2. These death 
rates are the lowest so far recorded for this district and compare 
favourably with the figure of 11.3 for England and Wales.

From the figures in the above table there does not appear to be any 
really significant increase in cancer as a whole in the District. During 
the past three years there has certainly been a rise in the mortality rate 
due to lung cancer and the number of deaths amongst males is far higher than 
amongst females. Separate figures for lung cancer mortality were kept from

The figures in the above table point to an increase in coronary 
disease since 1957, in fact, the 1964 rate is nearly double that in the period 
1950=556 The mortality rate for diseases of the heart and blood vessels in 
general has remained fairly static over the past 30 years, so it would appear 
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Deaths (cont.) 


that the gap caused by diminution in other heart and circulatory conditions 
which cause mortality, has been filled by deaths due to coronary disease. 
The table also shows a higher mortality amongst males. Separate figures 
for coronary disease mortality were kept from 1950. 


The high figure for total deaths in 1962 was no doubt due to the 
very bad winter, 1961/62, and the resultant higher mortality rate emnongst 
the aged in the district, 


Deaths from Road Accidents 


One resident, a schoolgirl, died as a result of injury received in 
aroad accident. She was struck by a motor cycle when crossing the main 
road at Micklehan. 


Other Accidental Deaths 


One elderly female died as a result of complications supervening on 
a fractured thigh caused by a fall, 


SUICIDE 


Three deaths were attributed to suicide. Depressant drugs were 
taken in two cases and the third death was caused by a gun shot wound. 


During 1964 the Surrey County Council Ambulance removed seven adults 
to hospital for treatment for overdosage, It is not lmown if the overdosages 
were accidental or premeditated, but it may be assumed that the latter is more 
likely to be the case in adults. 


INFANT MORTALITY 

There were 8 deaths of infants under 1 year of age, an increase of 
four on the figure for 1963, The infant mortality rate was 20.3 per 1,000 
live births compared with 20.0 for England and Wales. Seven of the deaths 
occurred within one week of birth, 

The cause of death in 5 cases was prematurity, in 1 a congenital 
defect of the heart, another to failure to establish respiration at birth 
and the eight case to brain injury associated with a difficult delivery. 


MATERNAL MORTALITY 


There were again no maternal deaths during the year. 
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Re GENERAL PROVISION OF HEALTH SERVICES FOR THE AREA 


EOSPITAL FACILITIES 
The Dorking General Hospital maintains opproximately 250 beds 
for medical, surgical and maternity cases. 


Patients requiring hospital treatment for infectious diseases 
may be admitted to one of a number of hospitals, none of which is situated 


‘ jn the district, 


LABORATORY FILCILITIES 


i. laboratory service is available to medical practitioners at 
the local hospital, Examinations of specimens in connection with the 
diagnosis and treatment of infectious diseases can be referred to the 
Public Health Laboratory of the Medical Research Council located at West 
Park Hospital, Epsom. The staff of this laboratory also examine and 
report on the bacteriological conditions of samples of milk, food and 
water taken by the Public Health Department. 


AMBULANCE SERVICE 


The public ambulance service is under the control of the Surrey 
County Council, who have given the following information regarding the 
use of the service, 


The main ambulance station for the area is at Pendleton Road, 
Redhill (telephone No. Reigate 44835), with a sub-station at Harrowlends, 
South Terrace, Dorking. 


In accidents in the home or elsewhere, or in any sudden illness 
in the street or public place, any responsible person may call the ambulance 
to remove the patient (if by telephone, use the local Bmergency Calling 
System). Normal maternity cases will be removed if the applicant can give 
evidence that a maternity bed has been booked. ‘aternity cases with serious 
complications, or where birth is imminent, will not normally be moved 
without the authority of a doctor or certified midwife, who should travel 
with the patient in the ambulance. 


The removal of other cases of illness or accident will be 


arranged by the hospital concerned or by the medical practitioner in charge 
of the patient. 


PERSONAL ERALTH SERVICES 


The provision of gervices relating to the care of mothers and 
young children, midwifery, health visiting, home nursing, ambulance and 
domestic help, are the responsibility of the Surrey County Council as 
local health authority. Day-to-day administration has in the past been 
delegated to the Southern Division Health Sub-Committee and its officers 
with headquarters at Caberfeigh, Hatchlends Road, Redhill, (telephone No. 
Redhill 3206), and as from the lst April, 1965 will be delegated to the 
new South Eastern Division functioning from the same headquarters in 
Hatchlands Road, Redhill.

Immunisation against diphtheria, whooping cough and tetanus, 
end vaccination ageinst smallpox can be obtained from medical practitioners 
under the terms of the National Health Service Act, or on application at 
the Surrey County Health Centres, 


Vaccination against poliomyelitis is available as a priority to 
all persons under forty years of age, and to expectant mothers and members 
of the health services of cll oges. Other persons over 40 years of age 
should consult their own medical practitioner if vaccination is desired. 


B. C. G. vaccination against tuberculosis is available for 
children nearing school leaving age, end for all children who have been 
in close contact with cases of pulmonary tuberculosis. 


Details of the numbers treated in these various procedures 
will be found in Section 6 of this report. 


FAMILY PLANNING ASSOCIATION 


4 branch of the Family Planning Association is active in the 
district under the Chairmanship of Mrs. J. N. Moore, It provides a 
weekly clinic at the Dorking General Hospital, with the consent of the 
Hospital Management Committee and the Medical Superintendent. The 
medical staff is appointed by the Association and is assisted by voluntary 
workerse The work of the Association is concerned with the teaching of 
methods of contraception to married persons, end with the investigation of 
cases of sub-fertility, end with the solution of difficulties connected 
with marriage relationships. 


VENEREAL DISEASES 


The Regional Hospital Board is the authority responsible for the 
adainistration of matters dealing with the diagnosis ond treatiment of 
venereal diseases. Details of the nearest clinics are to be found on 
page 13. 


NATIONAL ASSISTANCE ACTS, 1948 and 1951 


In these Acts powers are given to local authorities to seek 
Court Orders for the compulsory temporary removal to hospital or 
institution of persons in ill health or in a senile state who are in a 
state of neglect. It was not necessary to use these powers in 1964, 


MORTUARY FACILITIES 


The arrangement continued with the Leatherhead Urban District 
Council for the joint use of that Council's mortuary, and 35 bodies were 
removed during the course of the year from the Dorking Urban District. 
Eleven of these were tronsferred from the mortuary of the Dorking General 
Hospital for postemortem examination.

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3 SANITARY CIRCUMSTANCES OF THE AREA 


WATER 


The whole of the area is provided with water from the East Surrey 
Water Company's mainse 


The district is fortunate in the adequacy of a pure and whole- 
some water supply, and despite the hot dry summer, the stringent restric- 
tions on use which had to be imposed in some parts of the country were 
not necessery in this area. 


Mickleham, Box Hill and Brockham receive supplies derived from 
borings into the chalk at Purley, Kenley and Leatherhead. The water 
supplying the remainder of the district is obtained from artesian wells 
situated at the Water Works in Station Road, Dorking, some of it from the 
Lower Greensand, and the rest from a bore into the Hythe beds. The water 
from the Dorking source can be expected to create some corrosion of metals, 
owing to the amount of free carbon dioxide present. 


Reports were received on 35 samples of the supplies, all of which 
were satisfactory. 


The system of weelly sampling in rotation by the various local 
authorities of the districts served by the East Surrey Water Company has 
continued, Frequent examinations are also carried out by the Company's 
laboratory. 


Typical results of chemical examination of treated water are as 
followse Chemical results in parts per million.

The position on the ceravan site in the Box Hill area is steadily 
improving, for in addition to the standpipes Cees and ae ded for 
communal use in accordance with site licence condi tions, many of the residential 
caravons have now got individuel supplies within the vons. 


PUBLIC CLEANS TG 


Despite the mon-power difficulties which arose during the periods of 
annual leave, the house refuse collection service was maintained on a weckly 
basis, except, as is always the case, in those weeks when Bank or Public 
Holidays caused minor alterations.

The refuse was disposed of at the Council's controlled tip on the 
north-west fringe of the town area, the Wolelne face being treated as a matter 
of routine with an insecticidal powder as a precaution against the breeding of 
flies and other insect pests. In Bochallonk regular visits were made by the 
Council's Rodent eens who cerried out prompt treatment if any evidence of 
rats was found on these insvections. 


The weight of house refuse collected in the urban area and deposited 
at the tip amounted to 5,757 tons 6 cwts., while that accepted from nearby 
parts of the Dorking and Horley Rural District emounted to 1,630 tons 6 cwts. 


Local traders, who have to mske their own arrangements, delivered 
738 tons 3 grs. of trade refuse to the tip. The subject of trade refuse 
collection was again before the Committee. The Surveyor reported on past 
considerations given to the possible introduction of such a scheme and the 
Committee asked him to report further on possible schemes for consideration. 


DRAINAGE AND SEWERAGE 


During the year the contractors engaged on the scheme for the 
provision of surface water and soil sewers in the Box Hill area made good 
progress, though the road excavations and disturbance to frontagers resulted 
in a number of complaints being brought to the notice of the Committee. 


From the public health aspect, however, the need for sewerage has 
been urgent, and to this extent the end justifies the means, It is to be 
hoped that when the scheme is completed in 1965, householders will quickly 
avail themselves of the opportunity to connect their drainage to the new 
sewers and thus rid themselves of the cesspools which heve for long been the 
potential source of nuisance and complaint. 


In July the Council's Engineer and Surveyor drew the Committee's 
attention to the need for extensive additions to the Pixham Lane Outfall 
Works, where the Dry Weather Flow, which had exceeded the design flow, was 
continually increasing. 
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Drainage end § 

Summer storms again demonstrated certain deficiencies in the district's 
surface water drainage. By the end of the year the preparetion of a scheme for 
tho Horsham Road/Vincent Lane/Station Road area, and including wor’: on the Pipp 
Brook, was well in hand, 


CAMP SITES AND MOVEABLE DWELLINGS 


Caravans en masse can hardly be said to be "a thing of beauty an 
joy for ever", Nevertheless, some caravan sites are well laid out and the 
individual plots contain well-tended and colourful gardens. Whether or not 
a caravan is an offence to the planner's eye, the public health criterion must 
be - "Is it a reasonable home?. Does it provide the facilities essential 
for healthy living? and so far as residential caravans are concerned we have 
also to remember the innumerable couples and smali families living as sub- 
tanents in houses of all types beceuse of their inebility to obtain a house or 
flat of their ow, remember too the strained relations and mental stresses 
which so often result from such conditions, and ask yet another question - 
"Does it provide that measure of independence and freedom from discord 
necessary to promote a happy femily lifce?". 


The answer is not always simple. Even on a well run and well 
equipped site, the cramped quarters of a small caravan, with lack of privacy 
between parents and growing children, can lead to frustrations and miserye 
On the other hand, the large modern caravans arc so designed and provided with 
emenities that they can be even more satisfactory than many a more permanent 
structure. Unfortunately, although the large caravans ease potential problems 
of public health, they are regarded with disfavour by those responsible for 
planning, but until the flow of new reasonably priced houses for rent or sel 
exceeds the demand they fulfil a social need and help to keep the problems of 
overcrowding and strain in shared accommodation less than they would otherwise 
be. 


The fact that of the 760 caravans in the Urban District, 753, of 
which 445 are occupied as permanent homes, are in the Box Hill area, is spote 
lighted as a matter of particular concern largely because the sites on which 
these caravans stand is within that part of the district which has been 
designated as an area of great landscape value and the Surrey Hills Area of 
Outstanding Natural Beauty. 


In the Annual Report for 1957, the Chief Public Health Inspector 
referred to one of his first tasks on coming to the Council's service in 1933, 
end quoted from the Annual Report of that year, a quotation which is repeated 
here i- 


"Inspections were made of the encampment of temporary 
dwellings, etc., on Box Hill, and plens made showing the 
location of some 300 structures. Schedules were prepared, 
with details of the types of temporary dwellings, their 
sanitary accommodation, ond the available water supply." 


The 1934 Report contained the following:- 


"There are some 300 of these structures situated on 
Box Hill, the majority being congregated in six camps. © 
They are mainly used for weck=cend camping in the Summer, 
but a certain number are found to be permanently occupied. 
Thg consist of wooden sheds, old tramcars, buses, railwey 
carriages and caravans. Many of the structures on wheels 
have additions which have the effect of rendering them 
immobile. During the period in which they have been under 
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Camp Sites and Moveable Dwellings (cont.) 


observation, it is evident that few of them are capable 
of being used as bona fide caravans. Each camp is 
provided with a mains water supply from standpipes, and 
with closets of varying types, some of the water carriage 
systems, others of the earth and chemical types, In 
some cases these sanitery arrangements are inadequate. 
Refuse is disposed of by incinerators at the camps, and 
by collection by the Council's employees. There are no 
made-up roads or paths in the camps themselves. In some 
of the camps no control is exercised by the owners of the 
site on the inhabitants of the structures. It is evident, 
therefore, that conditions dangerous to the public health 
may easily arise from overcrowding, lack of sanitery end 
washing facilities, and lack of adequate food storage, 
particularly in the case of those structures which are 
permanently inhabited. Under these circumstances, the 
Council have decided to teke all steps in their power to 
bring about the removal of these temporary dwellings." 


It is evident from the foregoing that although numbers have increased, 
there has been a complete change in the nature of the sites, in the tyne and 
conaition of the moveable dwellings stationed on them and in the facilities 
available. Public Heelth progress may have been slow, but it has been definite. 


SHOPS ACT, 1950 


During the year 62 insvections were recorded for the purpose of the 
Act. Further details are included in the Chief Public Health Inspector's 
Report. 


SWIMMING POOLS 


Sixty-three visits were made to swimming pools, of which there are 
four in the district. Two of them are privately owned, but open to the public. 
The other two, which are quite small, are situated at schools — one a County 
Primary School end the other a private school. 


The results of the 56 samples tekken by the Public Health Inspectors 
may be summorised as follows:— 


RoW nl. Privately owmed and open to the public, and fitted with 
automatic filtration, circulation and chlorination plant. 
Seventeen samples taken, all satisfactory. 


Pool 2. Privately owned and open to the public, and fitted with a 
automatic filtration, circulation and chlorination plant. 
Seventeen samples taken, all satisfactory. 


This is the first full season during which this pool has had the 
benefit of the automatic filtration, circulation and chlorination plant. 
The fact that all samples were satisfactory, despite very heaving bathing 
loads during some werm and sunny spells, reflects the public health advantages 
gained from the installation of the plant by the owers,. 
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Swimming Pools (cont.) 


ROOM. A gmall pool for learners at a County Primary school. 
This has a circulation and filtration plant, but chlorination 
is by hand, 

Eleven samples taken, 8 satisfactory, 3 unsetisfactory. 


Of the 3 unsatisfactory samples, one had 8 coliform organisms per 
100 ml., one had no coliforms but a colony count of 50 per ml., and the other 
had over 25 coliforms per 100 ml., and a colony count of 275 per ml. In no 
instance were Bact. coli (type 1) present. 


Pool A. A small pool at a private school, samples being teken by arrange- 
ment with the Headmaster, Situated near a large tree with over- 
hanging branches, and surrounded by lawn and in parts bare earth, this 
pool, which has no filtration plant or automatic chlorinator, is 
emptied, cleened out and refilled from time to time end chlorine 
added by hand. 

Eleven samples taken, 7 satisfactory, 4 unsatisfactory. 


Of the 4 unsatisfactory samples in this case, 2 were due to the 
presence of coliform organisms per 100 ml., as well as to colony counts of 
1,000 per ml., one had no coliforms, but a colony count of over 1,000 and in 
the fourth 13 coliforms were present per 100 ml., and 1 Bact. coli. (type 1), 
while the colony count per ml., was over 1,000. 


The results obtained in respect of samples from Pools 3 and 4 are 
hardly surprising, having regard to the somewhat "hit and miss" nature of the 
addition of chlorine compounds by hand. Weather conditions and varying loads 
of bathers between dosages are factors the effects of which can only be 
assessed with some accuracy after the damage — loss of chlorine - has been 
done. Add to this, particularly in the case of Pool 4, the question of 
situation, and one can appreciate that to achieve the necessery standard it is 
caifficult to state categorically that X quantity of chlorine is required 
because the pool has a capacity of Y gallons. 


AIR POLLUTION 


The 197 inspections shown in the Chief Public Health Inspector's 
Report under this heading show that the importance of this subject is kept 
well to the fore by your staff, It is true that the larger proportion of 
these visits was in connection with observations in the vicinity of North 
Holmwood Brickworks, about which so much has been written in previous years, 
but there were also the usual calls on time necessitated by the investigation 
of complaints due to the burning of trade refuse. 


RAG FLOCK AND OTHER FILLING MATERIALS ACT, 1951.

The Chief Public Health Inspector continued to act as the agent of 


the County Medical Officer for the purposes of inspection, sunervision and 
sampling at the pesteurising plant which is established in the district, 


In addition, the Public Health Inspectors carried out sampling and 
inspection work under the Milk (Svecial Designation) Regulations, 1960/63 on 
behalf of the County Medical Cificer, the Surrey County Council being 
responsible, as Food and Drugs Authority for the District, for the issue of 
all cealer’s licences and the sampling of milk for the purposes of the 
Regulationse 


ADULTERATION OF FOOD 


The Surrey County Council continues to administer the sections of 
the Food and Drugs Act, 1955, dealing with the adulteration of food. I am 
indebted to the County Medical Officer of Health for the information that a 
totel of 67 samples for anolysis were taken in this district. These included 
44, samples of milk, the remainder consisting of miscellaneous articles of 
foodstuffs end drugs, The information was also given that within the erea of 
the County in which the County Council asts as Food and Drugs authority, a 
total of 865 samples were taken for analysis, including 612 of milk, ‘Thirty- 
five were found to be below standard, 17 of these being of mill,

Immunisation against Diohtheria 


Inmaunisation can be obtained from general practitioners under the 
terms of the Natioml.dsalth' Servied Act,.or from clinics arranged by the local 
health euthority, these being held at regular intervals in various parts of 
the district, of which details are set out on page 13. #These arrangements 
are intended primarily for infants and others under school age. Sessions 
in schools have been organised by the Divisional School Medical Officer for 

. pupils requiring protection, usually the reinforcing course. The aim is 
for every child to receive the primary treatment within its first year of 
life, and to be given reinforcing treatments at or before school entry and 
again while a junior school child. It is not claimed that absolute immunity 
will be attained for every child, but there is clear evidence that the risk 
of an untreated child contracting diphtheria is four times as great as that 
of an immunised child, and that the risk of death is thirty times as great. 
It is important, therefore, that immunisation against diphtheria should 
maintain its place in the programme of vaccination ond immunisation. The 
time most favourable for the commencement of the primary course of treatment 
is at two months of age, when it can be combined with immunisation against 
whooping cough and tetanus. 


Notifications were received from medical practitioners and clinics 
that 292 children received primary immunisation and 204 reinforcing doses. 
The following figures show how the facilities for treatment have been used:—

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WHOOPING COUGH 


Twenty-one cases of whooping cough were notified during 1964 as 
compared with three in the previous year. Despite the increase in cases 
no deaths due to whooping cough occurred in the area during 1964. 


Immunisation against Whooping Cough 


Notifications were reteived from medicel practitioners and clinics 
that 305 children received immunisation. In 263 children the primary 
immunisation was combined with protection against diphtheria and tetanus. 


MEASLES 


Seventeen cases of measles were notified during the year compared 
with 376 in 1963, which was the expected epidemic year. 


POLIOMYELITIS 


For the seventh year in succession no case of poliomyelitis has 
occurred in this area, 


Vaccination against Poliomyelitis 


Vaccination against poliomyelitis is available for children and 
adults up to the age of forty. Persons over forty years of age wishing to 
be vaccination should consult their ow doctor or the Divisional Medical 
Officer,

PUERPERAL PYREXTA 


Five cases of puerperal pyrexia were notified, giving an incidence 
rate of 12.5 per 1,000 live and still births, compared with a rate of 27.0 
in 1963, All the notifications were received from the maternity unit of the 
Dorking General Hospitel, three of which related to patients who were admitted 
from addresses outside the Dorking Urban District. 
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TYPHOID AND PARATYPHOID FEVER 


I am pleased to report that no case of typhoid was notified in the 
area during 1964, but a case of paratyphoid fever occurred in a girl aged 
eight years. The source of the infection could not be traced with any 
certainty, but most probably she acquired the infection while travelling in 
Southern Europe. 


" TETANUS 


One case of tetanus occurred during the year in a child of eight 
years, the infection having been introduced into the leg by a splinter of 
wood. There was a history of immunisation against tetanus in infancy, but 
none of a later reinforcing injection, Fortunately the child survived the 
infection and in view of the severity of the disease, no doubt he still 
possessed some immunity from the prophylactic injections in infancy. 


Immunisation against Tetanus 


The County Council's immunisation arrangements include protection 
against tetanus. This may be given separately or may be combined with the 
agents used for immunisation against diphtheria and whooping cough, and may 
be obtained from the family doctor or from a County Council clinic. 

During the year 274 children were immunised against tetanus for the first 
time, and of these 264 received protection simultaneously against diphtheria 
and whooping cough. In 1963 the number treated was 300. 


DYSENTERY 


Three cases of Sonne Dysentery were notified. Iwo of these cases 
occurred following an outbreak of the disease in a residential nursery 
situated outside this district, and in both cases members of the nursing 
steff were involved. 


BACTERIOLOGICAL EXAMINATIONS 


The bacteriological examination of the following specimens was 
carried out by the Public Health Laboratory Service.

One death from non-pulmonary tuberculosis was assigned to the 
district. The death of the second patient was caused by heart cisease, 


Table VIII on page 32 illustretes the trend which the mortality 
figures for tuberculosis have assumed in recent years. This cen be regarded 
with satisfaction and as evidence of the increasing effectiveness of the 
preventive and remedial measures taken against the disease. 


B. C. G. Vaccination 


This protection is available at Chest Clinics for contacts in the 
femilies of tuberculous persons, if preliminary testing shows that they have 
not already been infected. It is also offered to children approaching 
school leaving age. 


The vaccination in schools is carried out by the medical staff of 
the Divisional Medical Officer who has provided the following figures in 
relation to the work done in local schools in 1964.

Of the 254 children for whom consents were obtained, 16 failed to 
attend for Mantoux testing and 7 (2.8) were found to be positive to the . 
preliminary Mantoux test and were, therefore, excluded from B.C.G. vaccination. 
Twenty-three older pupils were Mantoux tested and all were found to require 
B.C.G. vaccination, Only one failed to be protected. 


During the year units of the mobile Radiography Service visited 
the Dorking Urban District, end 1,839 persons were examined, including 860 
industriel workers. During the course of these examinations two cases of 
pulmonary tuberculosis and six cases of lung concer were detected. 


Tuberculosis Care Committee 


There is a voluntary Tuberculosis Care Committee in Dor'cing which 
works in close association with the staff of the Chest Clinic. The

The following pages give the usual annual review of the work 
carried out in the district by your Public Health Inspectors. 


1964. was the first full year of implementation of the Meat 
Inspection Regulations, 1963, with the consequent demands on 
time required to be spent at the slaughterhouse. In addition, 
the Offices, Shops and Railway Premises Act, 1963, came into 
operation. The Council increased the establishment by an 
additional inspector to help to cope with the extra duties, and 
also by a junior typist/clerk. The former post was filled in 
May, but the latter remained vacant till mid-October, when a 
part-time appointment was made. 


On the coming into operation of the Offices, Shops and 
Railway Premises Act, the opportunity was taken of a complete 
re-organisation of the duties of the inspectors in the district 
So as to permit the effective programming of inspection of all 
premises, both under this and other relevant legislation. This 
was almost completed at the end of the year, but the inspector 
who had been appointed in May then left. 


The gaps caused by staff shortages, and the inevitable 
Slow-down which occurs while a newly appointed officer gets to 
know the district and accustomed to the routine cause considerable 
havoc with pre-conccived ides of a regular programme of inspections 
particularly as any member of the public who lodges a complaint 
expects his particular trouble to be given priority of attention. 


The Chairman and Members of the Public Health Committce, 
however, have accepted any shortcomings in my reports with 
understanding, and for this, as well as for their continued 
support, I give my thanks. Thanks are also due to Dr. Ive and 
his successor Dr. Plumley, to my colleagues in other departments, 
and especially to my own staff.

INSPiCTION OF MEAT AND OTHER FOODS 


Although the number of visits to the slaughterhouse for 
meat inspection purposes - five hundred and fifty-two - 
exceeded the previous year's by ten, there was a noticeable 
reduction in the number of animals killed and inspected, mainly 
in the categories of sheep and swine. Nevertheless, for almost 
the whole of the first four days of each week the through-put 
was continuous, apart from delays due to the somewhat intermittent 
delivery of batches of animals from markets or private deaters, 
so in order to ensure compliance with the Meat Inspection 
Regulations, 1963, this meant that one inspector was engaged 
at the slaughterhouse for nearly the whole week, and was not 
available for other duties. 


The resultant strain was considerable, though the 
additional appointment made in May cased the situation, 
enabling a rota of one week in three on meat inspection to be 
worked by the Deputy Chief and the two Additional Inspectors. 


Once again, it 2s possible to record that the incidence 
of Cysticercus bovis showed a continuing downward trend - 
only three cattle being found affected, in each case in the 
immer cheek muscles, This is a percentage rate of .25. 
The usual information about each «case - type of animal, location 
of cysts, market number, and place of origin, was sent to the 
Divisional Veterinary Officer of the Ministry of Agriculture, 
Fisheries and Food. 


Tables "A", "BY", and "C" on the following three pages 
set out the details of animals killed and inspected, the reasons 
for condemnation, and the weights of carcases and organs 
mejected as unfit. In spite of the high percentages shown 
in Table "A" as being affected with disease this, as in previous 
years, is due to a very large extent to localised conditions 
of the organs, particularly livers with their predilection 
to parasites, abscessed and cirrhosed conditions, and in 
general it can be said, as was said last year, that the true 
incidence of disease was quite low. 


SLAUGHTER OF ANIMALS ACT 


Four licences were issued during the year to slaughtermen 
who had previously held licences, and one licence was issued 
to an applicant subject to a condition that he should not 
Slaughter except under the supervision of a licensed 
slaughterman.

(ec) Milk - 


(i) The Milk (Special Designation) Regulations, 1963, re-enacted 
with amendments the Miik (Special Designation) Regulations, 1960. 


The principal change so far as retail distribution to the 
public was concerned was that “Untreated" replaced "Tuberculin 
Tested" as the special designation for raw milk. The provisions 
allowing for application for and issue of producers! end dealers! 
licences to use the designation "Untreated" operated from 1st 
June 1964, although such licences were not valid until lst October. 
From lst October to 31st December 1964, milk could still be labelled 
"Tuberculin Tested Milk" if the conditions applicable to the use of 
the special designation "Untreated" were othervise satisfied, but 
thereafter the new designation applied. 


(ii) Samples 


During the year 93 samples of milk retailed in the Urban 
District were taken by the Public Health Inspectors, acting a 
agents of the County Medical Officer for the purposes of the 
Milk (Special Designation) Regulations, 1960/63.

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*This failure to pass the methylene blue test indicated that 
the milk was not of satisfactory keeping quality. The milk was 
sampled as it entered the dealer's premises some twenty minutes 
efter collection from the farm, outside the urban area, where it 
had been produced and bottled, Information regarding the un- 
satisfactory report, time of sampling etc., was sent in accordance

Although the number of inspections made specifically for the 
purposes of the Regulations dropped to 53, the total number of 
visits to food premises during the year was considerably higher 
than usual. it is true that much of this increase was due to 
enquiries regarding stocks of cormed beef at the time of the 
Aberdeen typhoid outbreak, but this opportunity was taken of 
stressing the need for hygienic practices. 


Whenever information was received, either as the result of 
plans submitted to the Surveyor, or from personal calls fron 
prospective occupiers of vacant shop properties, of intended use 
as food premises, arrangements were mede for advice to be siven 
to achieve good standards. 


No legal proceedings were taken under the Act or Regulations 
during the year.

SHOPS ACT, 1950 


Sixty-two visits were paid to shops for the purposes of this 
Act. 


The health and welfare provisions of the ..ct were superseded 
by the Offices, Shops and Railway Premises Act, 1963, but the 
question of hours of closing, weekly half-holidays and Sunday 
trading remained to be dealt with under the old legislation. 


Last year's Report referred to the voting which was in 
progress at the end of the year on the subject of revocation 
of the Order made by the Surrey County Council in 1915, which 
fixed Wednesday as the early closing day for the Parish of 
Dorking, with Saturday as the alternative. 


The result of the ballot was that 132 shops declared 
themselves in favour of revocation, 47 against, and 5 failed to 
return their voting papers. The Council by resolution on the 
28th January, 196, made the Dorking Shops Act (Revocation) 
Order. This action did not release the occupiers of shops 
affected from their obligation to close not later than one o'clock 
on one weckday afternoun every week, but it did make it possible 
for then to close at this time on the day of their own choice, 
provided that the day appointed was specified in a notice, and 
that the day was not changed more often than once in any period 
of three months.

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ATR POLLUTION 


Seventeen complaints were received concerning atmospheric 
pollution. Of these, five related to nuisance caused by the 
burning of trade refuse by business and industrial firms, and 
representations made by the inspectors resulted in this practice 
ceasing. Two were in respect of garden fires, and proved to be 
- temporary inconveniences rather than persistent nuisances, as 
did two others in connection with the burning of material on 
demolition sites, and one alleging nuisance from a bakehouse 
chimney. 


The remaining seven complaints were related to four 
incidents of smut emission from North Holmvood Briclkvorks. 
On three of these occasions the smuts were found to be small 
and dry, but in early November quite large acidic smuts were 
found, and upon investigation at the works it was learned 
that owing to a defect, the insufflator which injects alkaline 
powder into the flue gases had been working at only 25% 
efficiency. After replacement of the faulty part, the position 
improved again. 


CARAVAN SITES 


Amendments to the conditions attached to two site licences 
were agreed by the Council to enable the owner to provide for 
the individual connection of each caravan to the drainage system. 
These were consequent upon the submission of site drainage plans 
in anticipation of the completion of the Box Hill main drainage 
scheme. 


One short term licence - for a month - was issucd for the 
stationing of a caravan for use during a Christian Stewardship 
Campaign in the Westcott Parish. 


The summary of the position revealed by a survey during 
the year was as follows:-

These figures do not include the few caravans in use but in 
the exempted classes, nor those parked for storage purposes only. 


One caravan was found to be in residential use on land for 
which no licence had been obtained. This contravention was 
reported to the Council, and appropriate action had been initiated 
by the end of the year. 


Although in March 1964, the County Planning Committee granted 
permission for the siting of 30 caravans on Surrey Hills Trailer 
Park, the largest caravan site in the area, the Urban District 
Council, in July, refused to vary the existing licence, which 
approved the stationing of 165 caravans, in order to permit the 
Siting of the xtra 30. The owner of the site appealed, but at 
the proceedings in the Magistrates Court in October the Magistrates 
dismissed the appeal.

HOUSING ACTS 
(A) SLUM CLEARANCE 
(i) Clearance Areas 


The comprehensive summary of clearance progress since 1956, 
included in last year's Report, ended by listing the first three 
areas of the second five year programme which had been ingpected 
prior to the submission of a report to the Public Health Committees 
meeting on the 31st December, 1963. These areas - the Dorking No. 
10 (Falkland Gardens and Falkland Road (Hampstead Road Corner), 
the Dorking No. 11 (St. John's Road} and the Dorking No. 12 (Hall 
Farm Cottages) Clearance Areas were declared by the Council in 
Warch, 1964. Compulsory Purchase Orders were made in respect of 
Nos. 10 and 11, but the Minister's approval to an extension of time 
for the submission for confirmation to the iiinister of Housing and 
Local Government of a Compulsory Purchase Order was sought and 
obtained in respect of area No. 12. 


Towards the end of the year detailed inspections were carried 
out in three more weas - 1,2, and 3, Homesdale, Westcott Street, 1 
to 4, White Horse Cottages, and 77, 78, to 85, Orchard Road - with 
a view to the presentation of reports to the Committee early in 1965.

(C) IMPROVEMENT GRANTS 


The Housing Act, 1964, provided local authorities with powers 
to require the improvement of tenanted dwellings in certain 
circumstances, and also made changes in the schemes for discret- 
ionary and standard grants. 


No action was taken during the year under Part II of the Act - 
that part relating to compulsory improvement, and the declaration 
of improvement areas. 


Part III of the Act introduced a modified standard of amenities 
for cases in which applicants can prove (a) that it is not pract- 
icable at reasonable expense to provide all the standard amenities, 
with facts to support this view, and (b) that after improvement the 
house will be provided with at least a hot water supply at a sink,

or water closet (which, if reasonably practicable, must be in, and 
accessible from within, the dwelling or, if that is not reasonably 
practicable, in such a position in the curtilage of the dwelling, 
or, where the dwelling is part of a larger building, as to be 
readily accessible from the dwelling), and satisfactory facilities 
for storing food.

A report was submitted to the Public Health Committec on 
conditions in two houses, one of which contained cleven lettings, 
the other nine, together with suggestions for general standards 
of accommodation for houses in multiple occupation to which Section 
15 of the Housing Act, 1961, applied. 


The report and the general standards were adopted, and the 
owners concerned were notified of work xrequired, including fire 
prevention measures recommended by the Fire Brigade Authority, 
and of existing overcrowding. To deal with the lattcr it was 
agreed that the co-operation of the Housing Committce should be 
sought, and further that the installation of appliances in some of 
the lettings could be dealt with when, by the re-housing of existing 
families, rooms were vacated. 


By the end of the year one of the houses - that originally 


containing nine familics - was gradually being cmpticd, with a 
view to its demolition and the redevelopment of the site.

One application was received for cancellation of a certificate

This Act came into operation on the lst January 1964, and 
prohibits the keeping of a boarding establishment for animals 
(defined in the Act as meaning dogs and cats) except under the 
authority of a licence granted by a local authority. Certain 
persons sre disqualified from obtaining a licence, and in gencral, 
these are persons who have becn found guilty of cruelty to animals 
under other Acts. 


The Act lays down the points to be considered by the local 
authority in determining whether to grant a licence or not; these 
arei- 


(a) that the accommodation is suitable: 


(b) that the animals will be adequately fod, supplied with 
drink, bedded etc. and visited: 


(c) that precautions would be taken to prevent the spread of 
disease and also against fire and other emergencics: 


(d) that a register shall be kept of the animals boarded. 


The Council appointed the Public Health Inspectors a 
authorised officers under the Act. 


Applications for licences were received in respect of tio 
premises. These were granted efter inspection and report. 


PHST CONTROL 
We RATS AND MICE - 


The usual return to the Ministry of agriculture, Fisheries 
and Food in respect of the year's work is set out overleaf and 
shows some change from last year. The reduction in complaints 
of rat infestation was almost compensated for by the increase in 
those about mice. The total number of properties found to be 
infested was about ten per cent greater than in 1960, while 
there was an increase of approximately twenty five per cent in 
the total number of treatments and re-treatments required. 


The test baiting of ten per ccnt of manholes on the district's 
severage system, to ascertain whether or not rats were present, 
Was carried out in May. As there were no takes, and the same 
result was obtained on a similar test in December, 1962, the 
Ministry suggested that the next test could be deferred until 
the spring of 1967.

(a) Fleas and Bed-Bugs: 


Iwo infestations of bed-bugs were found during the year, 
and one private house was treated to eradicate fleas, a tota 
of cight rooms being involved. 


(b) _and German _and other Beetles: 


Infestations dealt with during the year occurred in one 
hotel, an old people's home, three business premises, and the 
Dorking General Hospitel. In the latter case, which cont- 
inued to be inspected and treated under an annual contract, 
treatment was necessary on 12 occasions, the number of room- 
treatments involved being 15 again showing a reduction on 
previous years. 

(c) Red Ants (Pharaoh's Ants): 

16 visits were made to an hotel, involving 39 room 
treatments and re-treatments., At the General Hospital 152 
room treatments were carried out. 


(da) Garden Ants: 
During the contract treatment at the Dorking General

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OFPICES, SHOPS AND RATLVAY PREMISES ACT, 1963 


When a new piece of legislation comes into force, it usually 
needs a fair amount of mental digestion, which is aided on most 
occasions by an explanatory circular, sometimes by a few such 
circulars, each dealing with different aspects of the particular 
Act. 


The Offices, Shops and Railway Premises Act of 1963 was followed 
by a veritable spate of circulars, supplements to circulars, and 
other printed matter, including statutory instruments, explanatory 
handbooks, and abstracts, with resulting mental indigestion, 
rather than digestion. 


The appointment of an additional inspector in May was intended 
to help to cope with the extra duties assigned to the Department 
in connection with this Act. As the clerical work involved was 
also likely to provide a considerable increase on that already 
dealt with by one clerical assistant for all other duties, the 
Council agreed to the appointment of a junior typist/clerk 
prinarily for work in connection with the Act but despite 
advertising from early in the year the post was not filled until 
mid-October, and then only part-time. 


Under all the circumstances, precedence was given to achieving 
the registration of premises, and by the end of the year it was 
estimated that some 90% of the potential had registered. The

One hundred and eight visits were made to registered premises 
for the purposes of the Act, but only two of these were for full 
general inspection. 


Section 48 requires that where an accident in any premises 
to which the Act applies - 


(a) causes loss of life to a person employed to work in 
the premises; or 
(b) disables any such person for more than three days 
from doing his usual work; 
notice of the accident - in a form prescribed by the Minister - 
shall be sent by the occupier of the premises to the appropriate 
authority. 


Only one such accident was notified. 
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
